''a correspondent," and purporting to 
bo datod from jNow Westminster on 
3 1 st July last. Tho information 
therein convoyed to the British public 
concerning this Colony will njipoar to 
those living in tho Colony of such a 
novel character that wo ioel suro our 
readers will poruso tho mirvellous 
narrative with as much wondor as wo 
havo dono, and will admiro tho cool 
olfrontory ol tho writer. Tho asser- 
tion that tho queslion of tho Capital 
has already been settled by tho Im- 
porial Government in favor of Now 
Westminster ; that Now Westminstor 
" is admirably situated for commerce as 
woll as defence "j that Us sito is pro- 
ferablo to Victoria; and that with 
"its own immediato port" and tho im- 
mediately adjacent land-locked, double 
basin of liui rard Inlet, it is far su- 
perior as a harbor to E^quimalt, so 
vividly dopict tho montal idiosyn- 
oraoios of tho writer that thoso dwell- 
ing hero and acquainted with the 
truo condition of things will at once 
porcoivo tho animus and object of tho 
Morning Post's correspondent. But 
thoso at homo not having tho advan- 
tage of local knowledge cannot bo 
oxpectod to distinguish truth from 
falsehood in these mutters. Tho gon" 
oral reader, pos-ubly ignoraut whether 
British Columbia is in Australia or 
Amorica, would naturally accept as 
reliablo tho iniormation publishod in 
a journal of such standing and influ- 
ence- as tho Morning Post. It is not, 
howevor, so much on account of ex- 
posingtho spoeio us misrepresentations 
of tbo Post's correspondent that wo

from a betlcr fooling of shame, wo 
know noi.— is carcfuUy kopt from tho 
peoplo of Victoria. To return to tho 
statistics. 11, as wo roaliy believe, 
these ligurcs have never been made 
public, it is plain eithor that this letter 
must havo boon written by somo offi- 
cial in high position or that the mate- 
rials must havo been designedly pro- 
pared and supplied from Government 
sources for the putposos to which 
they havo been applied. With those 
circumstances clearly in view, it, is 
most remarkable that this lcttor should 
have boon published — more especially 
in the Morning Post — within a day or 
two ot Mr Birch's arrival in London ; 
and further, that prior to his depar 
turo from hero, that ollicial was In 
continual conclave with tho Auditor- 
General of tho Colony. The conclusion 
is palpable. Low weak must a cause 
bo that requires such chioanory to 
support it. But tho writor betrays 
his weakness. Jie says the proposed 
chnngo of Capital, although of no benefit 
to Victoria, would be of great injury to 
New Westminster. Strange, that 
after so carefully enumerating the 
imaginary natural udvantagos of tho 
latter and tho supposed peculiar blom 
ishos of tho former, yet the with, 
drawal of a name and the non-residence 
of a fow olheials should bo of sach 
diro consequence to what is statod to 
bo tho naturally favored spot ; while 
thoso advantages, added to tho alleged 
unnatural and unsuitable position of 
Victoria, would novcrtholoss fail to bo 
of any benefit. Surely tlio conclusions 
of tho Now Westminster ohampion arc 
illogical and absurd. Her Majesty's 
Government havo boon too long hood- 
winked on thoso matters : there has 
boon too much masquerading with tho 
truth. Caprioe and selfishness must 
ultimately yield to truth. A lio can- 
not livo for long. Our position has 
boon urgod und maintained by truo 
lrioudu in L'ogluud in a manner that 



loaves little to add on matters of faot. 
Wo rest sooure in the strength of our 
position. But we must allude, in con* 
elusion, to this writor's insinuations 
against tho loyalty of the people of 
Victoria. This thomo, no doubt, has 
boon greedily soizod and amply des- 
oanted ou as a good subject for abase. 
But tho rocoption of Governor Sey- 
mour, as her Majesty's representative f i 8 
tho boat practical refutation of tho 
slander. The falsity of such accusal 
tions, and tho moannoss of using thorn 
in such a manner, wc deploro to traoe 
so directly to such a source.

Britis h Colu mbia. 

(from a correspondent ) 

New Westminster, July 31 
The cession of Russian America to tho 
United States, and tlio eager desiro of the 
latter to round off their possessions on 
tho Pacific by tho absorption of this 
country, will no doubt havo attracted 
unusual attention in England to this dis- 
tant part of tho empire. Notwithstand- 
ing the efforts of a few Americans in 
Victoria, Vancouver Island, to agitato 
for annexation to tho Republic, I am glad 
to say that the only change in the politi- 
cal condition which tho loyal poople of 
British Columbia are anxious to see car- 
ried out is their speedy incorporation with 
the Canadian Confederation, an event 
they look forward to with satisfaction, as 
tending to ensure their permanent connec- 
tion with the mother country, Tho only 
political question which at present occa- 
sions any excitement among our people is 
in relation to the choice of a permanent 
capital for the united colonies of Vancou- 
ver Island and British Columbia. This 
matter has already been settled by the 
Imperial Government, and Now West- 
minster, on the maiuland, has, since tho 
proclamation of union, been recognised as 
the seat of government. The peoplo of 
victoria, however, aro greatly dissatisfied 
with this choice, although any unpreju- 
diced person must see that the Colonial 
Secretary was perfectly right in establish- 
ing the capital on tho mainland. Had 
Victoria been fixed upon far the seat of 
government, it is quite obvious, in view of 
tho contemplated early opening out of a 
routo across the continent from Canada, 
and the increase of population in British 
Columbia, that it could not havo retained 
such a position for many years. New 
Westminster, moreover, is admirably situ- 
ated for commerce as well as for defence, 
and it is no doubt destined to bo tho ter- 
minus of the great interoceauic railway. 
The site is certainly preferable to Victoria 
aud, with its own immediate port and 
and immediately adjacent land-locked 
double basin of Burrard's Inlet, far super- 
ior to Esquimalt. It can bo easily de- 
fended and rendered impregnable, while iu 
Esquimalt harbour there is not a cornc 
which would not bo at the mercy of a 
single lotigrange gun of the kind iu com- 
mon uso in modern warfare. Tlio people 
of Victoria, however, are determined to 
keep up a political agitation on this sub- 
ject, the effect of which cannot but be 
most injurious to the colony. It is be- 
lieved that a number of influential propri« 
ctors in Victoria are notv making great 
exertions, by memorials and otherwise, 
to effect a removal of tho seat of govern- 
ment to the island. Governor Seymour 
deprecates the political agitation of this 
question, and, in a raessngo to the.LegisIa- 
tive Council in March lust, stated plainly 
that should he find it necessary to sot the 
present question at rest he will recom- 
mend to the Queen that lie and his suc- 
cessors in office be commanded to reside 
permanently iu the present capital of the 
colony. The proposed change, although 
of no benefit of Victoria, would he of very 
groat injury to this place, a city, bo it 
remarked, which has been from its foun- 
dation distinguished for the hardihood and 
loyalty of its inhabitants, and their steady 
attachment to the institutions of the 
mother coun'ry, and among whom the 
slightest whisper of annexation has never 
been heard 

Tim Governor, I have just learned, is 
about to leave immediately for Cariboo, 
for the purpose, if possible, by his personal 
exertions, of arranging amicably a serious 
quarrel which has occurred between two 
mining companies on a new creek (Grouse 
Creek) over a large find of gold there. 
Tho contention over this, without great 
circumspection, is certain to lead fo 
violence. 

I am now in a position to furnish relia- 
ble figures showing the estimated approx- 
imate revenue of the colony for the last 
six months of the present year, together 
with the estimated amount of tho neces- 
sary expendit ure up to tho 31st Doc, 
lsG7. The financial prospects of the 
colony up to the end of tlio year may be 
summed up as follows :— By tho estimate 
presented to the Legislative Council at 
its last session it was calculated that tho 
revenue for tho year immediately following 
tiio union would yield from all sources 
$675,850. I regret, however, to say 
that there is likely to he a deficiency by 
tho end of the year of at least §250,000 
out of that Bum. In explanation of this 
untoward circumstance it is only necessary 
to remark that the deficiency, whatever 
it shall provo, will bo mainly attributable 
to the extraordinary omission of tho 
Home Government, while framing the im- 
perial Act of Union, to telegraph or other- 
wise give timely notico of the passing of 
that bill to the British Columbia Govern- 
ment ; for '.taree months aftor tho 6th 
August, lSGG, when tho act was passed 
and tlio terms of union known, it only he-, 
camo law in i ho colony, and consequent- 
ly V ctoria and tho free parts of Vancou- 
ver Island only camo under the operation 
of the British Columbia tariff on the pro- 
clamation of union, which did not tako 
place until tho I9lh Nov., 1806. In tho 
meantime, Victoria speculators, having 
telegraphic news of tho passing 
of the British Columbia Act at tho 
time, had throo months in which to lay 
iu at least a year's stock for tbo whole 
united colony, of liquorB, tobacco and 
other goods, tho duties ou which formed 
the main staple of our revenue. On be- 
coming part of ouo colony tho ioUadorii 



claimed a right to enter their goods on 
tho mainland freo of duty, which, after a 
long fight and much injury to commerce, 
was at length allowed. Had provision 
boen mado for this by a clause imposing 
the tariff from the date of tho Union Act, 
on Vancouver Island as well as British 
Columbia — or oven on uncustomed goods 
coming into British Columbia through 
Vancouver Island — the same result would 
not havo occurred, Another branch of 
tho roveauein which a largo reduct'on 
has taken place has been in tho road tolls; 
this is owing to the action of the Legisla- 
ture in affording additional facilities for 
tho transport of farming produce to 
market, which will doubdess heroaftcr 
provo a boom to the agricultural popula 
tion. I should also Btate that tho quan- 
tity of land put under grain during tho 
yoar, in addition to the strides agricul- 
ture has boen taking throughout the coun- 
try of late, however satisfactory from a 
political point of view, in giving the col- 
ony a new stuplo not only for its own sup- 
ply but for export, has nevertheless put a 
sudden stop to tiio import of an article 
upon which thu Government had depend- 
ed for a distinct portion of the revenue. 
With these explanatory remarks I would 
now stato that the revenue for the six 
months ending Dec. 31, 18G8, it is antici- 
pated will amount to $270,310, mado up 
as follows : — Cash balances in hand, 
$17,760; customs, $150,000; road tolls, 
833,000; and licenses, S33.000. The 
The amount is actual figures, (coming due 
up to the end of Dec 1867, will bo : — For 
sinking fund, §85,002; interest on road 
bonds and debentures, S19,8S2; repay- 
ment of temyorary loans, §11,895; to 
Bank of British Columbia and interest, 
§119,500; to Hudson's Bay Company for 
roads in the Kootenay district, §8,200 ; 
Vancouver Island, §47,125; roads, ic., 
$95,000; and salaries, §17,200— in all a 
total of §493,894. This will leavo a de- 
ficiency, according to the estimates to be 
provided for, amountiug to over 
§223,000. 

Unsatisfactory, however, as our finan- 
cial affairs appear ut present, it is only 
proper to say that next year, whatever 
disturbing causes may arise, tiie position 
will bo vastly improved, even if no altera- 
tion take placo in tho numbers of the 
population, Old sto 'ks of merchandise 
wiil be exhausted, and new ones paying 
duty, and thus greatly swelling the rev- 
enue, introduced. Retrenchment also, 
whenever possible, will be carefully effect- 
ed in our government oxpenses. It is be- 
hoved, in view of the promising future of 
the country, that a loan to meet the do* 
ficiency in the revenue for the present 
year will be obtained without difficulty. 
Tho agricultural accounts are every- 
where of an encouraging character 
und the reports from the various gold 
fields, nalthough of a somewhat chequered 
complexion, may bo suid on the whole to 
bo very satisfactory. The carrying away 
of tho great main drain of William 
Creek, Cariboo, and its subsequent re- 
placement ; tho discoveries in Grouse 
Creek, where 100 ounces a day have been 
taken out by one company ; the dispute 
between two leading companies — the un- 
avoidable accompaniment of such rich dis- 
coveries for debatable ground between 
their respective claims ; tho discovery of 
gold fields iu Cedar Creek and its tribu- 
taries, and a rush to test a reported rich 
find on Bluck Bear Creek in Cariboo, as 
well as the reported successful testi ig of 
ono of the Canyon Creek gold quartz 
leads of sovoral feet in width, and of a 
regular character, in Canyon Creek, by 
some experienced American quartz miners 
— all these and other particulars con- 
nected with tho development of the 
country will no doubt in timo attract the 
attention of people at home who tako an 
active interest in the success of this 
colony. The geographical position of 
British Columbia, and particularly the 
advantages which Now Westminster 
offers as the terminus of the great railway 
which is destined to stretch from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific coast, combined with 
tlio prospect of the actual consolidation of 
British power on the continent of North 
America, and the opening up to settle- 
ment of the fertile region intervening 
between Canada and British Columbia, 
all these are subjects which, it is felt hero, 
will not be lost sight of in tho mother 
country, and will tend to show that a 
prosperous future may with reason bo ex- 
pected for this distant and as yet isolated 
province of tho British empire.

Editor British Colonist : — Below is 
a list of tlio cltiiuis on Mosquito and Red 
gulches : 

First, on tlio lower end of Mo'fqaito 
cret'k is the Big Lead Co., which bot~ 
toraed their shaft a few days ago, and 
Lave already got prospects that will pay 
wages in the gravel, and the bed rock 
pitching very fast. Next the Minnehaha, 
wliich has averaged 75 o/, per week since 
pay was struck. Next tho Willow Co, 
paying an oz. to $20 per day to tlio 
hand. The Hocking, which joins iho 
Willow in the hill, has paid Si, 000 to 
the set of timbers while worked. They 
have abandoned their shaft and are at 
present running a tunnel. Tho next 
claim in the creek is the Point Co., which 
has paid §10 to Sl3 per day to the 
hand all summer. They too arc running 
a tunnel into the bill and expect to gut 
tho Hocking lead. Next is tho Discov- 
ery Co., paying wages. Next is the 
Hulman, Jeffrey, llising Sun and Union 
Jack Companies, all paying from SlO to 
$•30 per diem to the hand. These, I be- 
lieve, are all the claims at present 
working on Mosquito creek. 

On lied gulch the first claim paying is 
tho Discovery Co., paying about §10 per 
day. Above tho Discovery is the Black, 
smith Co., Catch, 'em-if-you-can Co,, 
Butcher and United Co.'s all paying good 
wages. Then in tho hill is the Montana 
Co., running a tunnel in big hopes of lind- 
ing a hill channel, There arc several 
other companies on tho head of this gulch, 
sinking shafts and running tunnels, all in 
big hopes of striking pay soon. Also be- 
low the Discovery are several companies 
sinking shafts, but the ground in this 
portion is much deeper and more difficult 
to prospect, but the greatest drawback 
on both these creeks at prescut is ihe 
great scarcity of water, which has fallen 
off very rapidly since the cold weather set 
iu. Should we not have some soft 
weather soon most of the companies on 
the upper part of these creeks will have 
to discontinue washing for tho present, 
but nil will be well employed in running 
tunnels during the winter, and be able to 
work their claims much more advantage- 
ously next season. 

Wbipsaw gulch, wliich is situated 
about two miles below Mosquito, is just 
beginning to attract attention, and it is 
the general supposition, judging from the 
prospects obtained by the Discovery Co., 
that it, will turn out richer than either 
Mosquito or Red gulches. 

There arc four other gulches on the 
other side of this mountain, on some of 
which good prospects have been obtained. 
I will speak more fully of them at some 
time.
